INTENSE INTEREST 


AT WASHINGTON. 

Washington, June 11.—Press dis- 
patches from Saltillo stating that Car- 
ranza had announced he would send 
representatives to the Niagara confer- 
ence aroused intense interest here, 
although they did not indicate wheth- 
er Carranza would consent to a truce 
with Huerta and agree to a discussion 
of internal as well as international 
affairs. 

In many quarters it was believed 
the Carranza representatives would 
be sent to Niagara to indicate to the 
mediators and the Huerta and Ameri- 
can missions the degree to which the 


constitutionalists would be willing to| 


discuss proposals for Mexico’s pacifi- 


cation. 

The envoys today declared they re- 
garded as closed the incident of their 
correspondence with Carranza, but it 


was believed they would be urged to | 


receive his representatives if they 


appeared. 


SOME VERY HOT PLACES 
ON UNITED STATES MAP 


Washington, June 11.—Heat held 
its relentless grip again today on 
the greater part .of the country 
east of the Missouri valley. At 
some points new June records were 
reached. The only cool spot in the 
entire area was around the upper 
lake region, where a few places en- 
joyed temperatures around 60 de- 
grees. 

The hottest place on the map was 
Yuma, <Ariz., where the mercury 
climbed up to 106. Evansville, Ind., 
Mobile, Ala., and Raleigh, N. C., 
sweltered, with temperatures of 
100. That equaled Mobile’s June 
record. In Wytheville, Va., a new 
mark of 94 degrees for June was 
recorded. 

St. Louis suffered with the mer- 
cury at 96; at Chicago it was 90 
degrees; New York 86 degrees; Bos- 
ton 90 degrees, and Washington 93 
degrees.

BY UNITED STATES 


Mexican Delegates Agree 
That Huerta Will Not Be 
Allowed to Announce the 
Name of Successor. 


Niagara Falls, Ontario, June 11.—An 
important point in plans for the paci- 
fication of Mexico was gained by the 
United States tonight throtigh the 
conciliatory spirit displayed by the 
Mexican delegation. What had been a 
stumbling block for several days was 
passed in safety. 

In a full conference of the mediators 
and the delegates of both countries it 
Was agreed that the transfer of au- 
thority from the present administra- 
tion to the new provisional govern- 
ment should be accomplished in some 
other way than by General Huerta’s 
appointment of a_ minister of foreign 
affairs to succeed to the provisional 
presidency. This method, provided for 
in the Mexican constitution, will be 
abandoned because the United States 
insisted that to assent to it would be 
tantamount to a recognition of Gen- 
eral Huerta’s right to exercise consti- 
tutional functions. 

On this point the mediation confer- 
ence had been wrestling for three 
weeks and for the past three days 
continuance of the conference has been 
threatened. The mediators themselves 
almost had lost hope of a peaceful set- 
tlement. 
Carranza’s delay in answering their 
last communication they suddenly had 
made public all correspondence with 
the constitutionalists and declared the 
incident closed. 
COMPROMISE ACCEPTED 
BY HUERTA DELEGATES. 

As the Americans began 
cussion with the mediators the latter 
contended again that the method of 
transfer would not be construed as rec- 
ognition of Huerta, but-the Ameri- 
cans reiterated that the constitutional- 
ists would never accept such a method 
and the United ‘States could not yield 
consistently with its own policy. 

Finally, when matters seemed at a 
breaking point, Luis Elguero, one of 
the Mexican delegates, entered the con- 
ference room and immediately a spirit 
of compromise was noticeable. Observ- 
ing it, the Americans suggested that 
the other Mexicans come into the con- 
ference and Emilio Rabasa and Augus- 
tin Rodriguez joined the group. It was 
not a formal conference, but an im- 
promptu talk. In a surprisingly brief 
time, the Americans found they had

Senator West Resented an 
Insulting Question Put by 
Vardaman—Situation Was 
Tense for Few Minutes.

Washington, June 11.—(Special.)— 
Senator William S. West, of Georgia, 
had a near-encounter in the senate 
chamber tonight with Senator James K. 
Vardaman, of Mississippi, during ths 
progress of the canal tolls subsidy de- 
bate. 

But for the timely interference of the 
sergeant-at-arms and the interposition 
of Senator Ashurst, of Arizona, one of 
the most stalwart members physically 
in the body, blows would undoubtedly 
have been exchanged between the two 
irate senators. 

Senator West had risen to resent an 
aspersion cast by Senator Vardaman 
upon the president and democrats in 
congress who voted for the repeal bill, 
particularly those who had changed 
their position of two years ago to sup- 
port the administration. 

West Goes After Vardaman. 

Holding in his hand an extract from 
a speech on the tolls question deliv- 
ered by Senator Vardaman. Mr. West 
informed Mr. Vardaman that he had not 
changed his position, but had consis- 
tently opposed the toll subsidy’ to 
American coastwise ships. Every ref- 
erence to the toll remission as a sub- 
sidy nettled the Mississippi senator. 
In his speech Mr. Vardaman had said: 

‘I shall follow no man or body of 
men who carry the red flag of party 
infidelity who will sanction the viola- 
tion of solemn platform promises.” 

“There has been much criticism in- 
dulged in on this side,’ began Senator 
West. “I have tried to be indulgent 
and allow the senators who occupied 
the opposite side of this question to 
view it as they saw fit. It has been 
charged htre that the Carnegie foun- 
dation expended $30,000. Who knows 
but that the shipping interests have 
spent $100,000 in order to secure the 
defeat of this bill?” 

Ashurst Gets Between Senators.

Senator Vardaman, partly rising in his 
seat. 4

indignation in his voice, as it rose

A situation similar to the one which 
the finance committee now faces arose 
some years ago. In January the com- 
mittee went heavily into the unearned 
revenue, and when June rolled along 
the city faced a heavy deficit and as 
the result money apportioned to the 
eighth ward engine $25,000 set 
aside for a nurses’ dormitory, and oth- 
er projects were sacrificed when the 
money was redalied and put back into 
the treasury to make up the amount 
anticipated early in the year. 

Another serious situation faces 
finance committee in the making up of 
the tentative sheet in October. The city 
departments will have about exhausted 
their operating funds along about that 
time, and the committee will, of neces- 
sity, be forced to find money to take 
care of the departments. 

Juggling Charged. 

It is understood that Mayor Wood- 
ward and Finance Chairman Humphrey 
are not pleased with the manner in 
which some departmental heads have 
juggled the funds apportioned by the 
tinance committee. In making up their 
budgets in January, the departments 
overestimate the needs and about the 
middle of the year when the prospecis 
bid tair to having money left ever, 
the department heads go to members 
of the council and put through resolu- 
tions diverting money from one fund 
to another. In this manner funds giv- 
en by the finance committtee for abso- 
lutely necessary purposes are juggled 
about .and often used for purposes 
which the finance committee would not 
ordinarily sanction.

“Il appeal to you to 
great work in which the French na- 
tion has had such a prominent part,” 
said he, “to the grand principles which 
emancipated that nation—‘Liberty, fra- 
ternity, equality.’ ”’ 

Warned by Borah. 


Senator Borah warned the senate 
that in the years to come when the 
United States is engaged in a struggle 
with England for domination of the 
seas, the American people will condemn 
those who forced the passage of the 
repeal bill. 

“IT am looking forward to the time,” 
said Senator Borah, ‘‘when every foot 
of the public land will be occupied and 
when there will be no outlet for the 
congested centers, when the republic 
must find relief and work for its popu- 
lation by taking command of the busi- 
ness of the sea. At that time this ca- 
nal will be as indispensable as the 
arteries that penetrate the nation and 
take care of its inland business. At 
that time we will not suffer in con- 
tentment any limitation upon our ac- 
tion with reference to this canal.”’ 

In answer to Senator Borah, Sena- 
tor Williams declared that if the ca- 
nal was given away it was given away 
by a republican president and a repub- 
lican secretary of state. “IT do not 
think we are giving the canal away. by 
observing the conditions of an interna- 
tional compact,’’ said Senator Wil- 
liams. “If it was given away at all it 
was given away by entering into that 
compact.

As to Arbitration. 


Senator Norris — to change the 
bill by adding a ne amendment pro- 
viding that the dlamute with Great 
Britain over tolls should be submitted 
to arbitration, but he withdrew it.

Senator Vardaman stirred up _ the 
wrath of other democratic senators 
when he again attacked the president 
and Secretary Bryan for making a 
“servile surrender unjustified and 
without excuse.’ 

“The senator is so in love with the 
shipping monopoly that he has lost 
sight of the democratic faith opposed to 
subsidies,’ remarked Senator James of 
Kentucky. 


Vardaman Rather Hot. 


“The senator from Kentucky knows 
I am not in love with any trust, and 
when he says so he knows he is not 
stating the truth,” shouted Senator 
Vardaman as he shook his fist toward 
Senator James. 

“Well, the senator need not threaten, 
but he Leoaen the vote against the re- 
peal is a vote which favors monopoly.”

Today--Governor Declined 
to Commute the Sentence. 


Nick Wilburn, the youthful murder- 
er of James King, a farmer of Grays, 
will today pay the penalty on the 
gallows, between the hours of 10 
o'clock in the morning and 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon.

The murder of James King was one 
of the most thoroughly cold-blooded 
in the criminal annals of Georgia, and 
attracted interest. 

Wilburn had intimate 
King’s wife, and in order that 
intimacy might continue they 
spired to kill him and collect his life 
insurance of $2,000. 

Mrs. King was tried and acquitted, 
but the verdict of the jury was by no 
means popular. Wilburn was convict- 
ed. His case was carried to the su- 
preme court, but a new trial was de- 
nied. An appeal was made to the 
prison commission, but that body de- 
clined to grant it. Wednesday John R. 
Cooper and others appeared before 
Governor Slaton and urged him 
commute the death sentence to 
imprisonment. A good deal of senti- 
ment was Stirred up in favor of the 
young man, and a petition bearing the 
signatures of fully 3,00U0 persons was 
presented to the governor. 

Governor Declines to Act. 

In declining to commute the sen- 
tence, Governor Slaton went thorough- 
ly into the history of the case. He 
Bays:

They contem- 
plated giving him poison. 

“According to Wilburn’s confession, 
King had $2,000 life insurance, 
agreed that if he would kill King, he was 
to receive $600, and in the event of prose- 
cution, the whole $2,000 were to be spent in 
his defense. 

“On the lith day 
went out to shoot some quail, and 
Nick Wilburn came to his house, he told 
Mrs. King that now was the time for him 
‘to kill her husband, and she told him iit 
was up to him.’ 

Cold-Blooded Murder. 

“He followed Mr. King and found him. 
and when Mr. King laid aside his gun, he 
(Wilburn) picked it up and shot him, and 
was so close to him that the wads from 
the shell went into the wound. King begged 
him not to shoot him again. 

“Wilburn. trailed King with a pistol in 
his pocket, with the idea of killing him 
with the pistol, but used the shotgun instead. 

“After the killing Wilburn went off a dis- 
tance and met a young man, whom he 
forced, at the point of a pistol, to go back 
with him, and then Wilburn arranged tte 
body of King, placing the gun over his breast 
and his hat on his head, so as to rnake it 
appear that the shooting was accidental. 

“King’s only offense consisted in his be- 
ing a good husband, who stayed at home, 
and interfered by his presence with the il- 
licit relations of Wilburn with Mrs. King. 
Wilburn’s idea wes to remove the interfer- 
ence with his unlawful! love, and in addi- 
tion to receive $600 insurance money, 

“The above facts are undisputed. The 
guilt of Wilburn is undoubted. I am asked 
to commute his sentence from the death 
penalty to imprisonment for life. 

“The reason that is offered for execu- 
tive clemency is practically this: That Mrs, 
King was acquitted, and that his sentence 
should be commuted because of this fact, 
when she is charged with being equally, if 
not more, gullty. 

“As the case is presented to 
King is Jegaily innocent. It was stated 
without contradiction by the solicitor general 
that Mrs. King weighed anout ninety pounds, 
and Wilburn about 125 pounds, Wilburn 
is about 25 of age, and Mrs. King 
about 365 } of age. It was stated 
that in the trial of Mrs. King it appeared 
that Wilburn had given strychnine to Mr 
King in whisky, and Mrs. King had given 
himanemetic to save his life. Mrs. King’s 
etatement in her trial was to the effect that 
any misconduct on her part was due to co- 
ercion and threat of death from Wilburn. 

“However, the guilt or innocence of Mrs. 
King is not a matter for me to pass upon. 
As the solicitor general suggested, she could 
only be convicted if she counseled, procured, 
or commanded the murder. Her Knowledge 
of it, or acquiescence in it, or desire for it 
to be committed, would not be sufficient.

INCOME CERTIFICATES 


Supreme Court Hands Down 
Two Decisions Declaring 


Them of No Value. 


The supreme court Thursday morn- 
ing handed down two decisions which 
deal a hard blow to the holders of 
income certificates of insurance com- 
panies which have been issued by 
thousands. The decision holds’ that 
these certifieates are practically 
worthless, so far as constituting a lia- 
bility of the companies issuing them. 

The cases before the supreme court 
were those of Lochridge against the 
State Mutual, of Rome, and a similar 
case involving the Cherokee Life, of 
Rome. 

The first named case grew out of 
an application by Lochridge and oth- 
ers asking that a receiver be appoint- 
ed for the Mutual Life, and setting 
forth the fact that they were the 
holders of various income certificates 
issued by the company. The conten- 
tion was made that these certificates 
were liabilities enforcible against the 
company. 

Judge Moses Wright, de- 
nied the motion, and supreme 
court has upheld him. 

The gist of the supreme court's de- 
cision is that income certificates are 
only collectible after the company 
has liquidated; that such certificates 
are the most vaguely protected of any 
form of securities issued by com- 
| panies. 

Thousands of these income certifi- 
cates have been issued, and at greatly 
reduced rates. Frequently, it is said, 
a certificate with a face value of $1,000 
would be sold for a hundred or so 
dollars. The interest these certifi- 
cates were supposed to bear was the 
bait which prompted many to buy 
them.

BLOODY RIOTS CAUSED 
BY THE ITALIAN STRIKE 


Rome, June 11.—In spite of the order 
given last night for the cessation of 
the Italian general strike, declared on 
Monday, serious encounters between 
strikers and the police and troops were 
reported today from various places. At 
Bari eleven strikers were wounded in 
a riot, while at Naples one striker was 
killed, three fatally wounded and sev- 
enteen others seriously injured during 
an attack by a crowd on the military 
barracks.

OUR DUTY NOBLY DONE. 

The senate has vindicated the honor of 
the nation, and acted as well upon the 
dictates of business common sense, by vot- 
ing to repeal the legislation exempting 
American coastwise shipping from Panama 
canal tolls. As soon as the legislative and 
executive details have been perfected, we 
shall stand before the world as redeeming 
our treaty pledge, which bound us solemnly 
to place the shipping of all the world, our 
own included, upon a basis of equality, 
War vessels of this country are, of course, 
excepted, our right to do which has never 
been questioned except to muddy the real 


issue. 

There has never been serious boubt that 
the controversy eventually would take this 
course, the arguments to the contrary com- 
ing principally from advocates of the ship- 
ping trust, from demagogic appeals to preju- 
dic from a few honestly mistaken 
statesmen. 

The compromise amendment to the bill, 
effected to save time and a few political

“That the passage of this act shall 
not be construed or held as a waiver 
or relinquishment of any right the 
United States may have under the 
treaty with Great Britain, ratified No- 
vember 18, 1901, or otherwise to ex- 
empt the vessels of the United States 
or its citizens from the payment of 
tolls for passage through said canal, 
or as in any way waiving, impairing 
or affecting any right of the United 
States under said treaty, or otherwise, 
with respect to the sovereignty over 
or the ownership, control and manage, 
ment of said canal and the regulation 
of the conditions or charges of traffic 
through the same.” 
To this there can be no objection, save

as with it, since it is obvious we are going 
to surrender no rights to which we are 
justly or in honor entitled. 

Regardless of our pledge to the rest of 
the world, the economics and sense of the 
situation required us to act as we did. The 
sheer absurdity of proposing to exempt a 
class of shipping already enjoying the high- 
est form of protected monopoly becomes 
the more amazing the more it is analyzed. 
Coastwise shipping cannot, under our laws, 
be subject to competition from the vessels 
of any other nation. But our foreign mer- 
chant marine must meet competition on the 
high seas with the highly subsidized ship- 
ping of all important maritime nations. If 
any discrimination is to be practiced, it 
should be in behalf of the latter class of 
shipping, and not the former. Coastwise 
shipping is in a bomb-proof, so far as foreign 
competition is concerned. Foreign shipping 
is exposed to the winds of all civilization. 
The paradox of trying to protect the over- 
protected one while neglecting the one that 
really needs protection is plain effrontery. 

The Constitution feels pardonable pride 
in its contribution to the success of the 
repeal measure. 

The Censtitution was the first paper in 
the south to demand repeal. and we have 
been hammering at it ever since. Under the 
Taft administration the interstate commerce 
committee of the house, of which Congress- 
man Adam»cn, of Georgia, is chairman, re- 


- ported a bill substantially the same as that 


which ,vesterday passed the house. At that 
tirne the house amended the bill over Chair- 
wan Adnmeon’s protest, by adding the coast- 
wise exemption. 

With the incoming of a democratic ad-

ministration, we newly emphasized the duty 
of the democrats to undo this blunder. At 
that time even the president did not favor 
repeal. Some of the members of his cabinet 
were in positive opposition to it. 

In course of time, and as the logic of the 
situation became evident, president, cabinet, 
house and senaté have become a unit in 
restoring the measure to the status it prac- 
tically occupied before the house had over- 
turned the report of Chairman Adamson’s 
committee. 

It tvas the only sensible thing to do. 


THE WILBURN CASE. 


In just performance of one of the most 
difficult duties that inheres in the office of 
governor—that of exercising the power of 
executive clemency—Governor John M. Sla- 
ton has declined to interfere with sentence 
of death passed upon Nick Wilburn, a sen- 
tence approved by the supreme court. 

With the details of the case the public is 
familiar. It is needless for The Constitution 
to rehearse them. The murder was com- 
mitted with all the features of premedita- 
tion, depravity and cold-bloodedness that 
make murder abhorrent and deprive it of 
its appeal to sympathy. 

Notwithstanding the nature of the case, 
Governor Slaton was overwhelmed with pe- 
titions for executive clemency. As in every 
instance of this nature, they ran the gamut 
from the argument advanced in good faith 
to that advanced by maudlin sentiment, for- 
getful of law, forgetful of the heinousness 
of the offense, and mindful only of the im- 
mediate clutch upon the less thoughtful 
human emotions. 

That Governor Slaton refused to be 
swayed by these appeals is distinctly\to his 
credit. The law which makes the governor 
the court of last resort for frenzied friends, 
relatives and partisans is an arduous law. 
It exposes him to an ordeal before which 
the average man quails. It places, upon one 
side, the definite interests of society as 
buttressed by the careful court record, and 
upon the other, the requisition upon those 
emotions which are common to all of us. 

Governor Slaton, having familiarized 
himself with the case, was subjected to 
these tests. He had it presented to him, 
whether he would rebuke lawlessness in 
Georgia, the cheapness with which life is 
held in Georgia, by refusing to upset the 
just judgment of the courts, or whether he 
would listen to the voice of sentimentality. 

As between these influences, Governor 
Slaton chose the side of justice and of en- 
forcement of law, since to have extended 
mercy would not have been mercy in this 
case, but weakness. With this one de- 
cision he has dealt a blow to lawlessness; 
he has made life safer; he has enunciated 
it as a policy that murder is murcer and as 
such is to be punished. 

As he says in his strong statement, pub- 
lished elsewhere, had he in this case de- 
clined to enforce the law, the statute against 
murder might as well have been repealed. 

The governor’s action comes as a pow- 
erful moral prophylactic in a day when 
murder is altogether too easy an art in this 
country. 


A NEW RAILROAD ERA. 


Friendliness toward the rgilroads was 
one of the significant notes running through 
the addresses at the banquet recently ten- 
dered Fairfax Harrison by the business 
men of Atlanta. ‘Representatives of almost 
every important industry’ in or around 
Atlanta were present. Those who made 
speeches assured the president of the South- 
ern that the hostility of the old days had 
given way to a more amicable understand- 
ing. This city does not desire, it was stated, 
any unfair advantage in the way of freight 
rates. All it-asks is to be placed upon a 
plane of equality with its legitimat® com- 
petitors. A square deal was asked and 
promised, and, judging from the reply of 
President Harrison, a square deal was 
promised and asked. 

The Constitution believes the sentiments 
mutually expressed at the Driving club con- 
ference are typical of those that prevail 
throughout the south of today. It is espe- 
cially prophetic and significant that such 
utterances should have been staged in 
Georgia, not many years ago one of the 


storm-centers of prejudice against the rail- 
roads. Few of us but remember Georgia as 
the happy-hunting ground of the demagogue 
and the muck-raker, with the railroad as the 
“goat.” It is true that in a good many in- 
stances the railroads deserved chastisement. 
The job was overdone, in the heat of the 
moment and in the acrimony engendered by 
political ambitions. Plenty of politicians 
were willing to go out and swallow a road 
as an appetizer. Appeal to passion was 
common. In the end the atmosphere was 
so obscured that many people did not know 
how to discriminate between the good road 
and the bad road. As a consequence, all of 
them suffered from the swat-stick. 

Happily, that era either has passed or is 
passing. In the other southern states that 
came under the infection, which means 
nearly all of them, the symptoms are equally 
encouraging. The people have made up 
their minds that the transportation compa- 
nies must be virtuous. None of the excesses 
or injustices of the old regime will be tol- 
erated. Nothing resembling the New Haven 
or Frisco outrages will be endured. But we

AUSTIN, TEXAS.

Austin, Texas, is situated on the Colorado 
river (southern series), about 200 miles 
north of the firing line at the Rio Grande. 
It is on the border line of the moderate zone. 
North of Austin, cotton, corn, black soil and 
commercial clubs predominate.

Austin has been the capital of two re- 
publics. When Texas shot itself out of Mex- 
ico, Austin was founded and named in honor 
of Stephen Austin, the Texas patriot. When 
Texas was initiated into the United States, 
Austin continued to be the capital in spite 
of the earnest and heartfelt efforts of Hous- 
ton and Huntsville and other cities ut vari- 
ous times to transplant the state fovern- 
ment. 

Austin is a dignified and good-looking 
city of 35,000 people, with a large wholesale 
business. The people of Austin are states- 
men of the highest order, which is proven 
by the fact that they have secured seven 
large state institutions, including the Uni- 
versity of Texas. The city is justly proud 
of the Colorado river, a beautiful but pecu- 
liar stream, which is only navigable in win- 
ter. and has to be sprinkled in summer to 
keep the dust down. All local history in 
Austin dates from the big flood of 1900, 
when a granite dam a quarter of a mile 
long let go and allowed Lake McDonald, 30 
miles long, to escape through the city. 

Austin contains the most expensive state 
capitol in the nation, and probably the most 
costly building in the world. Thé state of 
Texas paid about $100,000,000 for it, though 
it didn’t know it at the time. In the early 
eighties the state gave 3,000,000 acres of 
land to a Chicago syndicate for building the 
capitol and thought it was getting a bar- 
gain, as the land was only worth 50 cents an 
acre and the capitol is bigger than a Detroit 
automobile factory. But Texas land has 
gone up since then. When the Texas legis- 
lature is in session, Austin contains. more 
large black hats and long coats than any 
city in the world. 

Austin is the southernmost capital in the 
country, and, while it is centrally located, it 
is more than 500 miles from some parts of 
Texas. It is probably on this account that 
Texas legislators who have to travel huge 
distances over Texas railroads are very 
gevere on the said railroads and have taken 
revenge upon them for their sufferings by 
making it illegal for them to do practically 
averything except™pay taxes.

Chicago, June 11.—(Special.)—The 
suffrage note that is being so enthusi- 
astically sounded at the Chicago Bien- 
nial of Women’s clubs has caused many 
caucuses to be held to determine what 
policy to pursue. 

Georgia’s federation president, Mrs. 
Fitzpatrick, called a meeting of all the 
representatives of the southern states 
at the Blackstone hotel today. Mrs. 
Bolling Jones, of Atlanta, made a mo- 
tion, seconded by Mrs. Haley, of Ala- 
bama, strongly indorsing Mrs. Percy 
Pennybacker for re-election and urging 
that every southern delegate use her 
influence to keep the suffrage question 
out of the general federation. The 
motion was enthusiastically carried. 

Mrs. Jennings, chairmam of the Flori- 
da delegation, announced Mrs. W. 
Young, of Jacksonville, as a candidate 
for membership on the board of di- 
rectors of the general federation and 
asked that the southern delegates give 
her. their support. | 

The [Illinois biennial board tendered 
a beautiful reception complimentary to 
the visitors at theArt institute this eve- 
ning. Mrs. Z. I. Fitzpatrick and Mrs. 
Bolling Jones, of Georgia, were in the 
receiving party. 

Suffragists Claim Majority. 

Of the 1,716 delegates to the bien- 
nial session of the General Federation 
of Women’s clubs who are entitled to 
vote, suffragist leaders tonight claim- 
ed a majority. Illinois alone has 297 
delegates and other suffrage states are 
said to be well represented. 

Suffragists also assert that a poll 
of the six members of the resolutions 
committee, which can act on the suf- 
frage question, shows four in favor of 
the endorsement of suffrage. 

The resolutions committee gained 
the power to decide if suffrage shall 
come before the convention when the 
report of the committee on rules \and 
regulations consigning all resolutions 
to the resolutions committee was 
adopted today. The least the suffra- 
gists expect is that a minority report 
of the resolutions committed, will 
throw the whole question on the Bloor. 

Considerable’ surprise was express- 
ed when the report of the committee 
on rules and regulations was adopted. 
The same rule adopted at San F'ran- 
cisco two years ago was criticized 
then as taking too much power from 
delegates. it placed the _ suffrage 
question at the mercy of six women. 

The fact that there was no nega- 
tive voice raised to the adoption of the 
report went far to convince observers 
that the suffragists feel assured of 
some kind of endorsement in commit- 
tee and the consequent opening of a 
debate to delegates.

Report On Membership.

London, June j11.—General Bram- 
well Booth, commander-in-chief of 
the Salvation Army, and Mrs. Bram- 
well Booth, tonight received in Al- 


ibert hall delegates to the world’s con- 


gress of the army, of whom 2,000 are 
over-seas, Many of them ap- 
peared in native costumes and a 
party of converted Zulus varied the 
proceedings by giving.a war dance. 

General Booth delivered an address 
of welcome and read messages from 
King George and the president of the 
United States. The king’s message 
was in part as follows: 

‘IT join in the welcome which your 
international cOngress will receive and 
hope you may have a successful series 
of gatherings. I have watched with 
deep interest your work and I think 
ithe work has been carried on with 
great ability, much self-sacrifice and 
unselfish zeal. 1 trust that it will go 
forward in all parts of the world and 
that the blessings of God may con- 
tinue to rest upon you.” 

President Wilson’s message 
follows: 

“Sympathizing with the Salvation 
Army in its efforts to succor the weak 
and erring, 1 desire on this occasion 
of the gathering at London of its 
representatives from all parts ‘of the 
world to give expression to my good 
will towards the organization and to 
my recoegtrition of the great good that 
has resulted from its evangelical and 
philanthropic work. The American 
people are deeply distressed that your 
imeeting opens under the shadow of a 
great grief in the tragic death of so 
fellow members, 
and I express in behalf of my fellow 
citizens and in my own name sincere 
and heartfelt sympathy.” ' 

The American delegation is 700 
strong, under the command of Miss 
Eva Booth, chief of the army in the 
United States.
